Vic 
Barker, a tech teacher at Port 
Colborne High School, said 
he and Dressel spent about 
250 hours training for the 
provincials, but he had never 
seen a better welder. 

“He makes me nervous 
because he is so calm,” he 
said. "He’s so relaxed, the 
most relaxed welder I have 
seen in the 20 years I’ve been 
doing this." 

Dressel has been working 
with his father since he was 
10 years old. He said weld¬ 
ing is not complicated, but 
he learns new things from 
everyone he welds with and 
everyone is very supportive.

Grain elevator again a local draw for shippers

PORT COLBORNE - 
Sixty-eight hundred tonnes 
of corn harvested last year 
from farms across Niagara 
and beyond were loaded 
onto a Lower Lakes Towing 
vessel last week at Southpier 
Terminals. 

It was the third time this 
year a ship has docked at the 
terminal, formerly Goderich 
Elevators, to take on a load of 
corn or wheat, manager Joe 
Lannan said. 

He said the corn being 
loaded on the Kaministiquia 
was delivered to the termi¬ 
nal by transport trucks after it 
was harvested last year from 
farms within an 80-kilometre 

“The ship is headed to 
Goderich (Ont.) to be topped 
off with more com and then 
it will be heading to Sorel 
(Que.),” said Lannan. 

The corn will be shipped 
overseas from Quebec and 
whether it is sent across the 
Adantic depends on its qual¬ 
ity, he added. 

In addition to storing 
corn at the elevator, which 
was originally built by the 


Canadian government 102 
years ago, wheat, soybeans, 
mustard seed, rye and other 
goods can be found. 

"We’re licensed to hold 
81,000 metric tonnes.” 

Lannan said there are 
267 bins inside the eleva¬ 
tor, which was purchased by 
Goderich Elevators in 1986, 
in which the various items 
can be stored. 

Goderich Elevators 
changed its name to 
Southpier Terminals this past 
year. Southpier also has stor¬ 
age faciRties in Goderich and 
the company provides stor¬ 
age, conditioning, process¬ 
ing and the transfer of grains 
and other goods around the 

The elevator in Port 
Colborne sits at the end of 
King St. on the west side of 
the pier across from ADM 
Milling at the entrance of the 
Welland Canal. Ships must 
enter the canal and make a 
turn around the end of the 
elevator to get into position 
to load or unload and can 
be watched from H.H. Knoll 
Lakeview Park and Sugarloaf 
Harbour Marina. 

The Kaministiquia left Port 
Colborne late in the day.

God shouldn’t be ignored in national life

M any folk hold the opinion that 
religion and politics shouldn't 
mix. I can agree with this opinion in 
one respect: the Church should not be 
involved in party politics. Most churches 
and most clergy would agree with this. 

However, there is the feet that our 
Canadian Constitution states that Canada 
is founded upon principles that recognize 

the supremacy of God and the rule of law. 
The supremacy of God underlines the 
truth that there are natural and universal 
laws and rights which cannot rightly be 
changed at the whim of a legislature or a 
parliament 

Moreover Pierre Tmdeau’s revision of 
the national anthem includes the prayer, 
"God keep our land glorious and free.” I 
think Trudeau was a very secular man, 
and yet his Constitution and Parliament’s 
revision of the national anthem show that 
we should not ignore God in our national 
life. 

Obviously we cannot apply the Church’s 
canon law to secular law. Church law 
concerns those who have freely chosen 
to follow Christ in faith and faith cannot 
be compelled. Secular law allows no such 
choice; we have to obey the laws of the 
land or face the penalties. 

The trouble comes when natural and

Wind projects blowing smoke 

Green Act vital to Welland economy? 

If individual homeowners wish to 
install small wind turbines or solar panel 
arrays on their own land with only their 
own money then why shouldn’t they? 
They may reduce their energy needs from 
the grid and so may reduce their hydro 
bills. 

Whether small individual projects are 
actually economically viable over time 
is something the alternative wind and 
solar industries have never proved. They 
haven't had to as the Feed-in Tariff pro¬ 
gram (FIT) program, a part of this alleged 
“vital” Green Energy Act, guarantees 
profits to these individuals by paying 
from 400% to 800% more per kWhr than 
the normal daily market price for energy. 
Nice profit if you can get it from the ever- 
rising taxes of your neighbours. 

One nice “neighbourly” little profit¬ 
making spinoff, again at the expense 
of every taxpayer and neighbour? You 
set up a solar array, buy a set of cheap 
floodlights and shine them on your solar 
panels. Bingo. You pay the cheapest 
hydro rate to shine the floodlights on 


universal laws and rights that come 
from God are ignored and contradicted 
by legislation. Then man-made laws 
tend to reduce our God-given freedom 
of conscience and religion to our own 
private thoughts. 

When the Judeo-Christian tradition is 
rejected in practice by our legislators and 
courts, then the resulting ethical vacuum 
is soon filled by ideologies that seriously 
limit individual freedom. 

Take, for example, the Martin 
Government’s championing of same-sex 
marriage. Commentators say that nothing 
much has changed by the passing of a 
law allegedly extending equal benefits 
to homosexuals. But what has changed 
is that the Ontario Ministry of Education 
has introduced so-called equity policies 
that require teaching our children 
from kindergarten to high school that 
homosexuality is normal and good. 

But the United Nations Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights states 
explicitly, “Parents have a prior right to 
choose the kind of education that shall 
be given to their children” (Article 26,3). 
The McGuinty ministry of education is 
ignoring this prior right by propagandizing 
an alien, amoral and hedonistic ideology 
on our children. 

A recent conference in Rome noted 
that liberal democracies are “immersed 
in what we might call the paradox of 
secularism: the more our secular, post¬ 


metaphysical, post-religious reason aims 
to be inclusive, the more it becomes 
intolerant.” 

The conference also noted that “one of 
the principal ways in which religious liberty 
is violated is by construing it so narrowly as 
to confine it to the private sphere.” 

But Christian faith is both personal and 
also public. Christ said that his disciples 
are salt of the earth and the light of the 
world, and we should not hide the light 
under a bushel basket (Matthew 5:13-16). 
He also said that the kingdom of heaven is 
like leaven or yeast (13:33). 

Christ told us to pray in our closet But 
he did not tell us to hide our faith in the 
closet. On the contrary, he said, “Whoever 
is ashamed of me and my words in this 
adulterous and sinful generation, of him 
the Son of Man also will be ashamed 
when he comes in the glory of his Father 
with the holy angels” (Mark 8:38). 

When any political party or all of 
them advocate and pass legislation or 
regulations contrary to the natural and 
universal laws and rights that come 
from God, then everyone, including the 
Church, synagogue and mosque, has 
every right to speak out and to work for 
better laws and regulations. 

This is when religion in general and 
Christians in particular are required to 
get involved in advocating political policy 
that is in accordance with natural law, no 
matter what their political party may be. 


your solar panels. 

Any energy sold back to hydro, and at 
night that is probably most of it, will be 
bought by Hydro for 600% to 800% profit 
on every unit you sell back. This is Green 
Energy's business plan in action. 

Industrial wind and solar industries 
are no more than unashamed exploiters 
looking for short-term "big oil” profits, 
protected by the Ontario government, 
their profits guaranteed by your taxes. 

If the best Tim Hudak can promise is to 
cancel the Samsung contract while allow¬ 
ing existing FIT contracts to continue, 
he is doing little more than allowing the 
insanity that is the fallacy of green energy 
to ensure the economic collapse of the 
already failing Ontario economy, whether 
it be under Liberal, Conservative or NDP. 

But at least when his term is finished, 
should he be successful at the next elec¬ 
tion, we can always vote him out for his 
incompetency. 

Welland Hydro general manager Ross 
Peever, however, has no such worries. 
When the alternative energy industries 
that he claims are vital for Niagara have 
failed, as they have in Denmark, Holland, 
Germany, Portugal, Spain, the United 


Kingdom and others, he will still take 
home his generous salary and benefits, 
all paid for by the taxpayer. He’ll likely be 
one of a decreasing number of Ontarians 
still able to pay their ever-increasing 
hydro bills. 

Experience worldwide is showing that 
industrial wind and solar projects, totally 
dependent on unrealistic and huge tax 
subsidies, have failed wherever they have 
been tried. 

The “paper" factories, jobs and “green" 
economy are fallacies. In all the countries 
named above, and more, the promise of 
new factories, green jobs and a sustain¬ 
able future have collapsed. Why else do 
you think there are so many European 
countries foisting their alternative energy 
on Canada and particularly Ontario? 

Because they have failed in Europe. As 
the Spanish minister of alternative energy 
has been quoted as saying “We need to 
find other governments willing to spend 
their tax dollars on our alternative energy 
industries in order to save them.” 

Spain will be next to ask the European 
Union for a bailout

But Wynne is “very inter¬ 
ested” in Niagara Region’s 
latest highway compromise:

Small terriers are big on courage 


I enters got their name from the 
J. Latin word “terra" or "earth.” Their 
main job was to go into the earth for 
hunting their prey. 

The prey included rats, mice and later 
foxes. Once they found the hole or lair of 
their prey, members ofthisbreedof dog 
would dig them out 

Most terriers have wiry hair with long 
beards and long eyebrows. This feature 
saved many a terrier from being badly 
bitten by sharp rodent teeth as they pulled 
their prey out of the hole. 

The terriers have always been 
composed of rough and ready all-purpose 
breeds of dogs who were easy keepers, 
scrappy, intelligent and possessing great 
courage within a small size. 

Great Britain is where the terriers 
originated. Back 1,000years ago only 
working-class people and peasants were 
allowed to own terriers. These dogs were 
needed in the towns and villages and 
farms as rodents were a huge problem for 
the people of that time. 

Terriers came in all colours and shapes 
but were all just called terriers if they were 
good at killing rats. It was much later that 
terriers of the same size, shape and colour 
were given a specific terrier name. Most 
of them were named for the region or

country where they were located in 
Britain. For example, the Scottish terrier 
came from Scotland, the Irish terrier was 
located in Ireland, the Welsh terrier lived 
in Wales and the Lakeland terrier was 
developed in the Lakeland region. 

At that time the royals and the rich 
had their own breeds of dogs that the 
common folks were not allowed to own. 

So it would not look good for the people of 
class to own a “common” terrier. 

But it didn’t take long for the rich 
gendemen who were fox hunters to 
realize that they needed terriers at the 
end of the hunt to dig out the foxes that 
the hounds had chased into their ground 
dens. The terriers were carried in baskets 
on horseback during the foxhunt then 
they were turned loose to dig out the fine 
Thus the terriers moved up in status as the 
royals had a purpose for them. 

Even today no matter how trimmed 
and groomed the terriers are, they can 
still be scrappy little hunters with great 
courage.

PORT COLBORNE — It 
might take residents a little 
longer to Jot down their 
address if a proposed street 
name change is approved. 

The Township of Wainfleet 
approved a municipal 
addressing policy in 2010 that 
had staff identifying munici¬ 
pal and private roads that 
required renaming.

The city has received 
requests from residents to 
change Port Colborne’s por¬ 
tion of the roadway to main¬ 
tain consistency between 
the municipalities. Residents 
have also been experiencing 
disruption in their mail ser¬ 
vice delivery because of the

Coun. Bea Kenny recently 
said she has a big problem 
with the lengthy name that 
has been proposed. 

She was approached by 
a resident who raised con-c 
erns that the proposed 
name change would mean 
addresses would no longer 
fit on a passport or birth cer¬ 
tificate application, where the 
limit is 30 characters. It also 
would likely have a hard time 
squeezing in on a standard 
driver’s licence, Kenny added. 

"That’s a 47-character 
maximum.” 

Before the street’s name is 
changed these issues need 
to be considered, Kenny told 


city council Monday night, 
adding it will affect residents 
“greatly.” 

“Unfortunately, the town¬ 
ship never got a hold of us,” 
said Mayor Vance Badawey 
about the renaming process. 
Wainfleet was not required to 
notify the city. 

Badawey suggested the 
matter be referred back to city 
staff so Wainfleet officials can 
be brought in on the matter 
and proper public input can 
be sought. 

“This is absolutely ridicu¬ 
lous," he said of the proposed 
name, adding discussion will 
be had to see if the name can 
be shortened.

Partial freeze for 
lakeshore projects

WAINFLEET — The town¬ 
ship has taken steps to put 
a partial freeze on develop¬ 
ment in Wainfleet’s boil- 
water advisory area until the 
problem with leaking and 
failing septic systems is under 
control. 

Aid. Betty Konc introduced 
a proposed bylaw during last 
week’s meeting. 

“It’s only an interim mea¬ 
sure,” she said. 

Wainfleet is looking to 
implement a find, repair, 
replace program to take care 
of problems associated with 
faulty septic systems along 
the lakeshore area after 
rejecting Niagara Region’s 
so-called Big Pipe option. 
The Big Pipe could have 
seen a water-sewer pipeline 
installed along the length of 
the lakeshore area, which is 
defined as everything south 
of the Gord Harry Trail to the 
shores of Lake Erie from Port 
Colborne to the Haldimand 


County border. 

While township council 
was supportive of Konc’s 
motion, the wording of part 
of it left Aid. Ted Hessels 
with some concerns. Hessels 
said he doesn't want to hold 
anyone back in that area who 
has a proper lot size coverage 
to carry out expansions, new 
builds, renovations or repairs 
or those people who followed 
all zoning bylaw rules. 

Konc said a similar bylaw 
was put in place back in 2006 
when the issue first arose and 
no one objected to it at the 

Chief administrative officer 
Scott Luey said the interim 
bylaw is only a temporary 
measure and hopes to have 
the find, repair, replace pro¬ 
gram in place as soon as 
possible. 

“We think we have every¬ 
thing in place by spring 
of next year, hopefully ear¬ 
lier,” he said, adding that if 
the program were in place 
the interim bylaw would 
disappear.

Sherkston Shores general 
manager John O'Brien said 
it’s a full-service dive shop 
offering qualified instruc¬ 
tion, pool dives, open water 
dives, Professional Association 
of Diving Instructors (PADI) 
certification, equipment rent¬ 
als and a repair centre. It will 


soon have its own compressor 
to refill air tanks as well. 

"This is a year-round dive 
shop that will be open seven 
days a week,” O’Brien said. 

He said when he first came 
to Sherkston Shores five years 
ago, there were divers using 
the quarry, but he didn’t real¬ 
ize the number of people in 
the area that dove. 

Leah Jones, head dive 
instructor, said the quarry at 
Sherkston holds an old pum¬ 
phouse and trains from when 
it was a working quarry and 
people will be able to see those 
things when they dive there. 

Jones also said some 
dive platforms will be built 
underwater. 

To help divers get into the 
water easier, she said entry 
points have been created 


along with a deck area and 
washrooms for divers. 

“I've been diving for seven 
years now and been an 
instructor for three years. I 
worked in Mexico for a year, 
the Cayman Islands for six 
months and locally as well.’’ 

Jones said the waters of the 
quarry are a bit colder than 
where she worked previously. 

O’Brien said once the com¬ 
pressor arrives at the dive 
shop, it will allow Sherkston 
Shores to become a full PADI 
resort. Among other things, 
this means the result will be 
able to host large group dives 
and people will be able to stay 
right at Sherkston. 

Badawey said the opening 
of the dive shop recognizes the 
hidden jewel Port Colborne 
has in Lake Erie and the

number of wrecks people can 
dive on in the area. 

“It’s amazing what’s out 
there,” he said. 

Badawey said people seem 
to have more time to dive these 
days and Sherkston Scuba can 


help draw them into the area. 

“Here at Sherkston, people 
can be taught (to dive) ... 
and with their assets, the 
pool and the quarry, I think 
it’s great for the area and just 
adds to us being a waterfront 


community.” 

The dive shop is open from 9 
a.m to 5 p.m. Monday through 
Thursday and on Sunday, from 
9 a.m. to 7 p.m. on Fridays 
and from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. on 
Saturdays.

NIAGARA FALLS — Even when CFL 
pros are playing in a pickup game, they 
take their job very seriously. 

“My play has been damaging my 
team, so I’ll contribute to the team's 
success in other ways,” Winnipeg Blue 
Bombers offensive lineman Chris 
Greaves said before bursting into a 
hearty laugh as a receiver less than 
half his height zipped past him along 
the sideline.

Remedy for parking 
headache being sought

PORT COLBORNE - Sir John 
Colborne Youth Soccer Club is pitching 
for a “people mover.” 

The construction of a twin-pad arena 
and indoor pool will leave the club with 
less than half the parking spaces of past 
seasons, president Maria Lariccia told 
Port Colborne council recently. That 
means many spectators will have to 
park elsewhere and endure a seven-to 
10-minute hike before settling in to watch 
the game, she said. 

Lariccia asked council to consider 
providing a “people-mover transporta¬ 
tion service” that would assist anyone 
with difficulties making the walk, such as 
seniors, to get to the soccer pitches. 

Gary Makins, Port Colbome’s man¬ 
ager of community services, said the 
club’s executive members have met 
with municipal staff to explore different 
options. Discussion was had about stag¬ 
gering game times on weekends instead 
of having them back to back to allow for 


turnover in the parking lot, he added.. 

Councillors were told it would cost the 
city $1,050 to rent a six-person vehicle for 
the summer. Added to that cost would 
be $2,800 to hire a student to operate the 
vehicle for the duration of the season, 
bringing the total to $3,900, engineering 
and operations Ron Hanson said. 

When asked by Ward 2 Coun. Angie 
Desmarais if the dub could meet the dty 
half way, club treasurer Barb Fontaine 
said the organization is not in a “financial 
position” to commit those funds. 

Ward 3 Coun. Frank Danch asked 
whether the dub could provide a volun¬ 
teer driver to lessen the cost 
Fontaine said the club already has dif¬ 
ficulty getting volunteers, making that 
possibility unlikely. 

Questions and concerns arose about 
liability, monitoring the service, and the 
lack of funds available in the city's budget 
Ward 1 Coun. Bill Steele asked that the 
issue be referred back to staff who can 
consult with the city's insurers and bring 
back a report at the Tuesday, May 31, 
council meeting.
